She stated that the applicant's mother, IEADEL1EB 
MULLEN had operated a real estate business in Denver, Colorado, for several 
y-.ars prior to her death. She furth r stated the applicant was of good 
character and reputation and that she believed him deserving of a favorable 
recommendation in all respects, ^he stated she knew absolutely nothing 
unfavorable concerning the applicant and had no reason to question his 
loyalty to the United States. 

Mrs. ANN LAMPORT, Notary Public, 1086 Coma Street, Denver, Colorado, 
advised that she had formerly been engaged in the Real Estqte Business 
with the applicant’s mother and had known the applicant for over ten 
years. Mrs. LAMPERT stated the applicant was of the highest type and was 
a dependable sober, intelligent, and conscientious person whom sho believed 
could he trusted completely in any position of confidence. Mrs. IAHPdrT 
stated that the applicant had been employed as a news reporter while at 
Denver, Colorado, but was unable to recall whether the applicant had been 
self-employed or had worked for any particular concern. 

Mrs. PRUDENCE SHERMAN, housewife, 516 Humboldt Street, Denver, Colo.- ado, 
advised that she had formerly been a neighbor of the applicant while he 
had resided at Denver, Colorado* Mrs. SHERMAN stated that she has been 
very well acquainted with the applicant since his youth and added that 
she believed lim to be of excellent character and r eputation and a person 
who would be a decided asset to any organization that would employ him. 

She stated for years the applicant's mother was one of the most successful 
and highly respected realtors in Denver, Colorado. She father stated 
she recalled that the applicant had been self-employed as a free lance 
news reporter in approximately 1932 after leaving Denver University. Li’s. 
SHERMAN advised she was unable to recall that the applicant had actually 
been employed as a reporter by tha "Rocky Mountain Hews" at Denver, 

Colorado. Mrs. SHERMAN further stated she knew of absolutel y nothing 
derogatory concerning the applicant and believed him to be a loyal American.

DETAILS: 

Employment 

Mrs. LOUISE BINDFUSS, Assistant Personnel Director,. Time end Life 
Incorporated, 9 Rockefeller Plaza, Few York City, furnished the following 
information* . 

T^Q-piePT aoDOLF MULLEN was horn on November 24, 1903, place not 
stated. He attended East' High School, Denver, Colorado; then the University 
of Wisconsin and the University of Denver. He was formerly employed with 
the Hocky Mountain Kews at Denver; between 1955 and 1945 he was associated 
with the Christian Science Monitor in Boston, Massachusetts; in the period 
between 1944 and 1945 he was with the War Production Board in charge of 
public relations and assistant to Mr. W. L. BATT, Vice Chairman of the War 
Production Board. He became affiliated with Time and Life Incoip orated on 
December 1, 1945 and served as a member of the editorial staff until Decem- 
ber 31, 1947. At his own request,, on the latter date, he was placed on £ 
retainer basis with this company to do spot feature work. He was associated 
with Time and Life Incorporated on this basis from January 1, 1948 to Decem- 
ber 31, 1948. He resigned his affiliation with the company on that date in 
order to devote himself to study and feature writing. 

According to Mrs. EINDFUSS, MULLEN was an official who was highly 
thought of throughout the duration of his employment, not only from the 
standpoint of ability but of character and reputation as well. His record 
contains comment by Mr. JOHN K. JESSUP, MULLEN'S supervisory official, in 
which Mr. JESSUP lauds the character and ability of Mr. MULLEN. Hie file 
■provided the further information that MULLEN Resided at 31 Montrose Hoad, 
Scarsdale, Hew York, while associated with this company. 

WILSON HICKS, executive editor of Life Magazine, 9 Bockef eller 
Plaza, stated that he has known MULLEN for the past four years. He des- 
cribed MULLEN as ah able and honorable, man, an excellent family. man and a 
law-abiding citizen. Mr. HICKS stated that MULLEN's character is above 
reproach and he enjoys a splendid reputation personally and professionally. 

He recommended MULLEN for government service without qualification. 

JOHN K. JESSUP, Chairman of the Board of Editors, Fortune Maga- 
zine, a Time and Life, Incorporated publication, 350 Fifth Avenue, New fork 
City, designated by MULLEN as one of his references, stated that he has known 
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MULLEN for several years* He said that he was acquainted with no more 
honorable man than MULLEN, whom he described as one of sterling character 
and reputation* He described MULLEN'S background to be excellent and 
said that MULLEN has established himself on a high plane in the field of 
journalism* Mri JESSUP recommends Mr. MULLET without reservation. 

JOHN ng~=? T0U1TG, President, John Orr Young Associates, Incorporated, 
347 Madison Avenue, Hew York City, informed that he has known MULLET for 
about four years and that he has known him by reputation for some ten years* 
He stated that MULLEN occupied an office on a free lance basis here from 
January 1, 1949 until- a matter of three weeks ago when he vent back into 
government service as an advisor to )ir* PAUL HOPEMAN, Economic Cooperation 
Administration head* Mr. YOUNG stated that MULLET is an exceedingly capable 
men who has achieved an enviable reputation in the field of journalism, not 
only from the standpoint of personal capacity, but on the basis of his 
excellent character* While working in this office MULLET devoted himself 
to editing work and in the composition of feature articles for such 
publications as "Headers Digest" and others* Mr. YOUNG described MULLET 
as 'one of the finest men he knows, a person of fine reputation and character, 
and a man, who is deyoted to America and to her best interests.
